Presbyterians. 



WOMEN RECOGNIZED AT LAST 



The Aaaembly Decld-» ThHt There Can 
lie Deaconeaae* — The Itace Question 
Brought In— Hevlalon Committee An- 
nounced— Proceedings of the Metho- 
dlats at St. Louts and Other Kcligious 
Meetings. 

Saratoga, N. Y., May 27. —At the 
Presbyterian general assembly yesterday 

morning, after Approval of the minutes, 

the report of the committee on BjroodioM 

records was read. These were mostly 
approved. 

The assembly, in approval of an over- 
ture tVom the Wisconsin synod, re- 
aflirmed its deliverance of 1^70 in favor 
of retaining tlie reading of the Bible in 
common schools. 

The report of the standing committee 
on publication wm delivered by its 
chairman. Dr. Howard Crosby. He 
thought that Sunday school and mission 
ary work and the preparation of Sunday 
school books and lesson help-; and of 
denominational helps were well done 

whatever any one may allege ae to t he 

business management They have or- 
ganized 1.1 :i'.i new schools, with 4,542 
teachers and Hs.xM scholars: 109 schools 
besides those have Iteen organized in 
consequence of the offer of the board to 
supply hymn books, lesson helps and 
Bibles to any one establishing anew 
Kundav school. Our missionaries have 
visited" 'J. (ilti Sunday schools, 28,890 fam- 
ilies and traveled 809,499 miles. There 
has been much advantage, direct and in- 
direct, from the work of the board, 
whose laborious fidelity is worthy of all 
praise. 

The report of the committee on the 
freedmen. as to allowing colored Presby- 
teries to api-eal directly to the other 
boards, was ■gainst the request. The 

report was taken .up. Dr. Booth opposed 

discrimination, and thought one Presby- 
tery was as good as another. To place 
the" colored Presbyteries in a Separate 
category was unfair, and while it was 
done the manhood of the colored people 
was Impugned and they could not feel 
at home in the Presbyterian church. He 
moved that their reqeust be granted. 

Dr. Morris said the Freedmen's board 
was intended to carry on a specific work 
among the colored tieople of the south. 
In brief, it does the work of all other 
boards. He thought this board was 
needed, and must do the work it does 
for the wards of the chnrch at large. It 
is a question affecting the very life of 
the l>oard. and to rei>eal the rule is vir- 
tually moving to abolish the Freed- 
men's board. 

Dr. Patterson sympathised with col- 
ored presbyteries, and did uot want 
them branded with the stigma of inferi- 
ority. Other boards can take inde- 
pendent action with their presbyteries 
and all should have it. 

Dr. Crosby said the logic was with 
the colored brethren. 

The vote was taken on Dr. Booth's 
amendment, and the call of division set- 
tled it in the affirmative. The vote 
stood 100 to 145, and was taken amid 
considerable excitement. 

The motion to adopt the report was 
carried, the vote being 179 to 125. 

The report on deaconesses was taken 
from the docket. Dr. Wakefield advo- 
cated the report. He thought women 
who served the church should have ec- 
clesiastical rec< ignition . 

Dr. Parks brought out the fact that 
the \v< mien were not asking for office, 
and Dr. Vandyke said that modest 
women would not accept it. 

Rev. Warren, of California, quoted 
adverse action of previous assemblies, 
and there wa« no evidence hi the Script- 
ures for the office. 

Rev. Banner likes the spirit of the re- 
port and the desire to recognize the 
women officially. 

Dr. Crosby said the New Testament 
recognized deaconesses, 

Dr. Vandyke thought the assembly 
had enough to do with revision without 
going into other matters. 

Dr. Ajgnev* opposed the paper. 

Mr. Warren moved that no further 
action than that adopted by previous se> 
semblies be taken. The motion was 
lost, and the recommendation to send 
down overtures was adopted, after Dr. 
Moore had amended that the deaconesses 
be limply set apart by prayer. 

At the night session the nominating 
Committee announced the following as 
the committee which is to do the actual 
work of revision, and to report to the 
assembly of lHUl.

GERMAN _CATHOLICS. 

glxty-KU Societies Represented In • Con- 
vention In Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 27.— The 
greatest convention of German Catho- 
lics ever held in the west opened here 
yesterday. Sixty-six societies, con- 
nected with the Central Catholic society 
are represented, and it is calculated 
that close ui»on 15,000 adherents of that 
denomination from outside points are in 
the city. 

This is the first gathering of the kind 
in the United States, and while its 
primary object is to form a state organ- 
ization, and to elect delegates to the 
National convention, to be held in Balti- 
more next month, it litis a political as 

well as a significance from the tact that 

the benefit law as well as questions re- 
lating to the training and education of 
children are to be considered. The 
delegates assembled this morning in the 
hall of the Detitcher Maneverein. where 
On address of welcome was delivered by 
Mayor Peck, and responses made by 
Hon. H. I. Spannhoist, of St. Louis, 
president Of the Catholic Central Society 
of the United States. 

In the afternoon there was a grand 
parade of Catholic societies, in which 
thousands of people participated from 
all parts of the state. Seventy-five so- 
cieties we r e represented, while numerous 
bands furnished the music. The city is 
gaily decorated in honor of the visitors.

LOWER CALIFORNIA PLOT. 



President DISS In >o Alarm— Not True 
That the Native* Feel Itebellloua. 

City ok Mexico, May 27.— President 
Diaz, speaking of the filibustering 
movement in Lower California, told a 
reporter that the United States govern- 
ment would not allow neutrality to be 
violated, and the Mexican government 
would protect her territory. It has suf- 
ficient ton es in Lower California to re- 
pel any invaders. 

The secretary of the interior, Eman- 
uel Romero Rubio, says that all state- 
ments that the natives of Lower Califor- 
nia are in league with the filibusters are 
false, and he has advices that the natives 
are ready to operate against any in- 
vaders. 

Telegrams received here state that the 
people of Lower California are a unit 
against the filibusters and that all state- 
ments to the contrary are false. 

The dispatches also say that there is 
very little complaint against the Federal 
Officials who in most instances were sent 
from here, and that Governor Torres is 
very popular. The affair is the topic of 
general conversation here and causes 
considerable excitement. The better 
classes approve the 'conduct of the 
United States government.

Kentucky's New ltepre»entatl ve Take* 
the Oath of O trice and U Seated In the 
Senate — Naval Appropriation 1)111 
Panned— Proceeding of the House. 

Washington. May 27.— In the senate 
just after the journal had been read, 
the oath of office was administered to 
Mr. Carlisle, as senator from the state 
Of Kentucky, to HU the unexpired term 
of the late Mr. Beck. Mr. Blackburn 
escorted Mr. Carlisle to the clerk's desk, 
and after he had subscribed to the oath 
of office he was shown to his seat, and 
while there was surrounded by sen- 
ators from l»oth sides tendering their 
congratulations. 

Mr. Cook prese n ted petitions of the 

Fanners' Alliance in favor of the pro- 
nosed ware house and sub-treasury bill. 
He said lie had no sympathy with the 
plan. 

Mr. Sherman presented the petition to 
exclude from the mails The Police Ga- 
zette and similar publications. 

Mr. Plumb offered a resolution in- 
structing the finance committee to pre- 
pare and report in connection with the 
tariff bill a statement showing the 
duties levied under existing laws in the 
duties as they would 1 e under the house 
bill: and the duties under the bill to be 
reported by the committee, such duties 
to be stated in parallel columns. And 
especially if the committee should rec- 
ommend new duties of the increase of 
existing duties, to state the reason in 
each case 

Mr. Sherman pointed out the difficulty 
of the committee on finance for its re- 
commendation in each of the :(,000 items 
covered in the bill. The reasons might 
be given. He moved to strike out of the 
resolution the words "in each case." 
Mr. Sherman's amendment was disa- 
agreed to. 

Mr. Reagan moved to amend the reso- 
lution so as to require in cases of com- 
pound duties -specific and ail vah >rem — a 
column showing the equivalent ad 
valorem amount of the duty. 

Mr. Allison moved to insert in Mr. 
Reagan's amendment the words "where 
practicable." 

Mr. Reagan's amendment, modified as 
suggested by Mr. Allison, was agreed to. 
The resolution was further amended on 
motion of Mr. Hawley by making it ap- 
plyable to reduction of duties, and as 
thus amended was agreed to. 

Mr. Call's resolution calling for infor- 
mation as to the landing of an armed 
force from the revenue cutter McLane 
at Cedar Keys, Fla., was agreed to. 

Consideration of the naval appropria- 
tion bill was then resumed. 

The senate devoted almost the entire 
time debating the provision in the naval 
appropriation bill for three battle ships, 
but the bill was finally tiassed. 

Mr. Mitchell offered a resolution, 
which was agreed to, instructing the 
committee on pensions to report an 
amendment to the pension laws so as to 
provide in a more libera] manner for the 
wiili iws. minors, children and dependent 
relatives of deceased soldiers. 

The senate at 6:15 adjourned.

A statement was published yesterday 
of the chargeof bribery against John W.

His memory had 
been refreshed by Mr. Mayo, who testi- 
fied before thecommittee Saturday night 
that Langley knew all about it himself 
and had himself fixed up the scheme to 
get it returned. He had promised Mayo 
to do so after Mayo r»k«d him for going 
back on his agreement. 

"The House Committee to investigate 
the charge ■gainst Langley met Monday 
morning. The committee tried for an 
hour and a half to get the witnesses to 
testify. Mr. Langley declined to testify 
first. Mr. Mayo said he would not testify 
unless all the parties concerned were 
present. A witness would come in occa- 
sionally and ask permission to go out 
again and consult with his friends. Mr. 
Frank Wallace declined to testify at all. 

The secret of it all came out in a state- 
ment from Mr. Mayo to the Chairman of 
the Committee, Mr. Flanary, that Mr. 
Langley had been trying to keep the 
witnesses from testifying before the 
committee. Mr. Langley was in close 
consultation with the witnessesand it was 
impossible to get any of them to be 
sworn and their frank statement that 
they wanted to consult the other parties 
interested did not promise well for the 
accuracy of any statement that might he 
agreed upon. ^ 

" The committee was powerless to co- 
erce them. 

" The committee at last arose, to report 
to the House that Messrs. Langley, F. T. 
D. Wallace and John C. C. Mayo had 
been brought before them and had de- 
clined to testify. Mayo said that he did 
not mean to positively refuse, but Lang- 
ley and his friends wanted him to wait 
until they could consult further. Mayo 
also said that it had been agreed that 
if Langley made any statement to the 
committee, it should be to the effect th*1 
he did not believe the committee could 
mw makea full investigation of the mat* 
ter and that, for that reason, it should 
not attempt to make any. 

"Thetflort to smother the investiga- 
tion and protect the Republican leader of 
the House has so far succeeded." 

The committee reported to the Honse 
yesterday afternoon and was discharged. 
The report was that it was impossible to 
get the witnesses to testify. 



LOTTERY ADVERTISEMENTS. 



Text of the Bill Recently Passed by 
the Legislature-Iron Clad. 



The following bill to prohibit the ad- 
vertising of lotteries has passed both 
Houses and has gone to the Governor for 
his signature : 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky: Bee 1. That tl 
shall be unlawful for any newspaper, ruaaa- 
alne, sheet or periodical, published and circu- 
lated lu thU Commonwealth to print or pub- 
lish therein any advertisement of any lottery 
drawing or scheme ol chance, or any adver- 
tisement or announcement Indicating where 
any ticket or chance therein can be had or 
procured, or to print, advertise, circulate or 
publish in such newspaper, sheet, periodical 
or magazine any matter, announcement or 
statement of, or lu anywise concerning any 
lottery, drawl ng or scheme of chance, whether 
the same be an advertisement or announce- 
ment of a lottery drawing, or scheme of 
chance to occur lu the future, or which It Is 
usual or customary to bold, or hold at any 
given time, and whether such lottery, draw- 
lug or scheme of chance be hold lu this Com- 
in nwcallh or elsewhere, or to print, adver- 
tise, cliculate or publish lu such newspaper, 
periodical, *heet or magaxlue any result In 
whole or In pnrt of any such lottery, drawing 
or scheme of chance. 

tiec. 2. It Mi. ill be unlawful for any person 
to sell, ex pose or offer lor sale, any newspaper, 
magazine, sheet, periodical or other written 
or printed matter lu this commonwealth 
containing any sueh advertisement, an- 
nouncement or statement as Is mentioned lu 
the first section of this act. 

Hec. 3. The publisher or publishers, owners 
or proprietors ot auy newspaper, magazine, 
sheet or periodical violating the first section 
of this act, or auy pari or provision thereof, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall, upon Indictment and convlotlon 
thereof In any court of competent Jurisdic- 
tion, be fined uot less than II, WW nor more 
than |.i,0i0, and shall he confined In the 
cuuntyjall uot Jess than thirty Jays uor more 
than six months for each offense, aud If such 
newspaper, magazine, sheet o"r perlo Ileal be 
published or owned by a corporation. It shall 
Incur the flue above mentioned, and the 
President aud managing ntllcers ol the corpo- 
ration, either or b oth, shall be Imprisoned aa 
above mentioned. 

Hec. i. Any person violating the second 
section of this act shall be punished by flue of 
uot less than I.'WO nor more than tl.OUU, mid 
shall he Imprisoned not less than ten nor 
more than thirty days lor each offense aud 
each sale or exposare shall be regarded as a 
Mparatefotfense. 

Hec. S. It shall be the duty of Judges mt 
courts having criminal Jurisdiction to give 
this act In his charge to each|grand Jury here- 
after empaneled In the courts of this Com- 
monwealth.

Several Foreign Powers En- 
gaged in the Warfare. 



THE FRENCH TAKE THE LEAD. 

Germany Next In Line Carrying Out the 
Views of Her Kniperor— Knglund anil 
Switzerland the Only Opposing Coun- 
trle» — Various Other Foreign Newt. 

Lonih)n, May 27-— The French gov- 
ernment is Bounding other Euro'iean 
stairs in regard to an interaction*] 

movement against Anarchist-*, the 
Object substantially being a mutual 
agreement among the nations of Europe 
and America also, if they can be in- 
duced to join, to deliver up all persons 
guilty of Anarchist violence, and to 
^pare no cit'ort to suppress such otfeud- 



In this respect the French and Ger- 
mans are. for once agreod, the French 
ministry eiurowing entire accord with 
the views of the German emperor, that 
if the conditions of the common people 
is to be improved. Anarchy most be ex- 
tinguished. It is thought that Austria 
will take an earnest share in bringing 
alMiut the desired co-operation, as the 
•subjec t is one upon which the Austrian 
emperor lias heretofore expressed very 
decided views. About nineteen years 
ago Emperor Francis Joseph made a 

proposition, through his minister, to 
enter into an agreement with Germany 
for the suppression of Anarchy, but not- 
withstanding that the plan was approved 
by Bismarck, the German cabinet took 
DO action. 

The countries most in the way of such 
an arrangement would be Switzerland 
and England. In England very decided 
evidence of actual participation in mur- 
der or other serious crimes would be re- 
quired! before popular opinions, always 

powerful in Great Britain, would per- 
mit the extradition of an alleged offend' 
er. Little Switzerland has always 
sturdily maintained tlie right of asylum 

for men and women firing from politi- 
cal persecution and it might l>e difficult 
to draw an exact line bel ween such and 
persons whom governments like iiusstk, 
Austria and Germany would regard us 
Anarchists. 

A Ten Thousand t«U Clock. 

Bekun, May 27.— Heir. A. Noll, liv- 
ing at BerlingSUi hi the Black forest, 
after five years' patient and arduous 
labor, has constructed a wonderful 
clock, which he considers surpasses in 
marvelousiiess all clocks of ancient or 
modern times. This timepiece is war* 
ranted to go without stopping and with- 
out winding till midnight of the year 
MM. practically a 10,000-year clock. 

On the dial, besides the time of day.it 

shows years, seasons, months, weeks, 
days, festivals and sun and moon 
changes. It is not known what guarantee 
its maker gives of the works sustain' ig 
the wear and tear of so long ft period., 
but he evidently has full faith in his 
product and demands 50,0110 marks for 
it. The eli 'ck is now on exhibition at 
Berlingen. _ 

Uermnuy Alter Morocco. 

London, May 27. — The Germans, not 
satisfied with their achievements in Eoat 
Africa, are endeavoring to gain a foot- 
hold in Morocco and are conducting 
quiet negotiations with the sultan to 
that end. The news has created much 
feeling in France and Spain, both of 
which countries have eyes on the riches 
of the barbarous empire of the Moors, 
Spain regarding Morocco as hers by the 
right of Buccession to the Moorish sov- 
ereignty to the Spanish peninsula, and 
hence following her policy of bringing 
the Northern African states within 
French control— a policy interrupted for 
long intervals, but apparently never 
abandoned. It is not thought likely that 
the other great [lowers of western 
Europe will consent to the Germans 
obtaining any advantage in Moorish 
territory. 

XkrroW Em-ape From a Wrerk. 

Havre, May 27.— On Sunday morning 
an accident occurred to the steamship 
La Gascogne, which arrived herefrom 
New York yesterday, creating a great 
sensation on board. The vessel was 
steaming at half speed off the Scilly 
islands .in a dense fog. Suddenly the fog 
lifted and an immense rock was sighted 
only a few yards ahead. The engines 
were reversed and backed at full speed. 
The ship struck the rock with only a 
Blight shock, and was backed away in 
safety. Very little damage was done. 
The sudden lifting of the f Of undoubt- 
edly saved tin vessel from being 
wrecked. 

Newfoundland Seeking Redress. • 

London, May 27.— Lord Knutsford, 
colonial secretary, has received an ail- 
dress to the ipieen couched in angry 
terms from the Newfoundland legisla- 
ture. The address protests against the 
aggressions of the French, declines to 
consent to the arbitration of the lobster 
dispute, demands the removal of all lob- 
ster curing establishments, the stoppage 
of all fishing privileges and the abolition 
of all bounties. If tho government, re- 
fuses to accede to these demands the ad- 
dress threatens that the Newfoundland 
authorities will apply measures of 
its own to obtain the redress sought. 

Inul mill's M aim fact lire*. 

London, May 27. — Earl Rosebery pre- 
sided over the deliberations of the 
British worl men's co-operative congress 
yesterday and laid before that body 
some interesting statistics, showing the 
increased prosiierity of the country and 
the working classes. In the last twen- 
ty-six years, he stated, tho profits accru- 
ing from England's manufactures had 
aggregated $9,000,000 pounds, while in 
the same period the Bales of manufac- 
tured products had increased 2,000,000 
pounds each year. 

Sixteen People Drowned. 
Berlin, May 27. — At Alvenstehen, 
Prussion Saxony, yesterday, a house sur- 
rounded by the waters of the pi evading 
flood resultant from the recent heavy 
rains, became undermined and was 
Bweps away. There were sixteen in- 
mates of the building and all tbem were 
drowned. 



THE WORK OF LYNCHERS. 

A Man Tleil to a Tree anil Shot Twenty 
Time*. 

Rhi.f.ioh, N, C, May 27.— John Star- 
ling, living near Retina, in Johnscon 
county, was surrounded by a party of 
masked men while on his way home 
last Saturday night, tied to a tree and 
shot to death, two balls being put 
into his body. He had made some 
threats against a peaceable citizen and 
was returning home from a magistrate's 
trial, where he had l>een to answer to the 
summons of a peace warrant. His wife 
was in the wagon with him. The mob 
threw a rope over his head, dragged him 
out and carried him far enough into the 
woods to prevent her from being an eye 
witness to his fate. 

Some time ago an old lady named 
Celia Brown and her grandson were 
foullv murdered in Johnston county. 
Mrs. Brown was Starling's mother-in- 
law. and there was a well founded sus- 
picion t hat Starling murdered her that 
he might get jiossession of her property 
through his wife. He was tried on the 
charge of murder, but Starling had so 

terrorised the community that it was 
hnpossibls to get any one to testify 
against him. and ho was acquitted for 
want of sufficient evidence to convict. 
Later on the houses of two people who 
made themselves conspicuous in the 
trial against him were burned. People 
of the community thought this was 
Starling's mark of vengeance. They 
determined to submit to his terrorisa- 
tion BO longer, and on Saturday night 
they banded together and took him from 
lus wagon and left his lifeless body tied 
to tree near his house as related. 

Man ami Wife Assassinated. 

Newport, Ark., May 27.— Harrison 
Sailor and wife, two respectable and in- 
offensive negroes living near Riverside, 
Woodruff OOUntjr, were assassinated at 
their home yesterday morning by un- 
known persons. At a large meeting 
held here yesterday much imlignation 
was expressed, and resolutions denounc- 
ing the outrage were adopted and call- 
ing on the governor to Offer a suitable 
reward for the apprehension of the i>er- 
petrutors.

St. PAUL, Minn., May 27. —Burglars 
entered the office of Henry Lamb & 
Sons, butchers, some time between Sat- 
urday and Sunday night, and breaking

cash and valuable papers. No clew has 
yet been secured ;us to who committed 
the robbery, which was a rather bung- 
ling, though successful job. 

Thirteen Itiiilding* liui-necl. 

Madison. Wis., May 27.— Fire at Cam- 
bridge, in this county, last night, de- 
stroyed thirteen buildings, being the 
principal part of the town. The loss is 
estimated at $10,000; insurance half that 
amount. The lire originated in a barn. 
It IS Supposed to be the work of an in- 
cendiary. 

Fatal Itiile on a Hand Car. 

Li PORTS, lnd.. May 27. — Last even- 
ing EL Opelt and five other other men 
were returning to Mishawaka, a small 
town near South Bend, lnd., on a hand 
car on the Lake Shore road. Turning a 
curve they discovered the limited ex- 
press thundering toward them at the 
rate of forty miles an hour. The en- 
gineer sounded the whistle, and all but 
Opelt jumped from the car. The latter 
tried t > remove the car from the track 
when vriae struck it, knocking the 
cur i tailing wood and throwing 

Opel' y feet, breaking one of his 
legs, fr id tiring his skull, and the head 
was nearly severed from the body. 

Killed II lit Daughter'* Lover. 

Madison, lnd., May 27. — James Hinds, 
a policeman, shot and fatally wounded 
Carlos Antle yesterday. Antle has been 
paying attention to Hinds' daughter for 
some time against the wishes of her 
father. He is an estimable young man, 
and the shooting has provoked intense 
indignation against Hinds.
